EXPECT AMERICAN VICTIMS. 

Inasmuch as Germany intends to pro- 
ceed with the sinking of armed merchant- 
men without warning, it is likely to be 
only a question of time before one or 
more Americans will be numbered among 
the victims. Then it will be up to the 
president to make good hig threat. 

That the German answer will increase 
the anxiety of congress, particularly 
those Deinocratic leaders who orockaimed 
their repudiation of the president’s dip- 
lomacy last week, is a foregone aonclu- 
on. It is expected that the sentiment 
im congress favoring the adoption of a 
resolution warning American to keep off 
armed ships will increage in volume. 

Speaker Clark told tle president that 
the resolution would pass the house by a 
vote of 2 to 1, if It should reach the floor. 
Senator Lewis, after canvassing the sen- 
ate, said that the principle of the resolu- 
tion of warning is indorsed by a major- 
ity of that body. 


Wilson Forces Confident. 

Despite the tenor of the German answer 
of which house and senate leaders were 
advised this evening, the Wilson lieu- 
tenants expressed confidence that they 
can prevent consideration of the resolu- 
tion for a week or more, during which 
time the president will be given an op- 
portunity to negotiate an understanding 
with Germany. They admit, however, 
that if the president chouid fail in this 
endeavor or if the inauguratiof of sub- 
marine warfare on armed merchantmen 
should alarm the country congress is like- 
ly to break the 5 fate er d nen 
to impose upon it. 

Although the German answer 0 
the president's latest contentions it does 
mot wholly bar the way to further nego- 
tiations concerning the conduct of sub- 
marine warfare on armed ships. The in- 
euguration of the new warfare is not post- 
poned by Germany, principally because 
the United States did not request such 
delay. Mr. Wilson desired a postpone- 
ment, but did not want to put himself in 
the position of requesting it. Count von 
Bernstorff conveyed to his government a 
broad hint that the United States would 


welcome a postponement, but Berlin did,
